Great Britain Resumes the Produc- 
tion of ite Own Motor 
Véhicles. 


Exports of automobiles and pafts, in- 
cluding tifes and engines, from the 
United States in 1919 surpassed ail pre- 
vious records, according to ¢d 


The bank in commenting upon such trade 
says: 

“The calendar year 1919 stirpassed all 
records, éven that of the war years, 
whet wé wére sending largé riumbers of 
commefcial autos to Europe for use in 
the War area. The value of automo- 
biles and parts thereof, including tires 
and enginés, exported in the calendar 
year 1919 aggregated approximately 


thé fiscal year 1916, the former high 
record; $38,000,000 in the fiscal year 
1914, all of which immediately preceded 
the war; $11,000,000 in 1910; $2,600,000 
in 1906, and slightly less than $1,000,000 
in 1902, the first year in which auto- 
mobile exports.were considered of suf- 
ficient tmportance to justify a separate 
statement in the Governinént record of 
mérchandise exported. Of the $185,000,-. 
000 worth of automobiles and parts 
thereof exported in the calendar year 
1919, $86,000,000 worth were commer 
cial cars; $75,000,000 worth passenger, 
$41,000 ,000, parts of autémobiles ; neatly 
$30,000,000 worth tires, and about §5,- 
000,000 worth of automobile engines. 

** France, formerly a very large man- 
ufacturer of automobiles, is showing a

The mishap that has befallen MAURICE 
MAaETERLINCK’s lecture tour is. especially 
to’ be~ regretted “becatise the mes- 
sage he bears, for the public is 
distinct,.-and__ probably ° unique.

"SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 


Supporters Anxious te Avold State 
Referendums. 


To the Editor of The.New York. Times: 

In your valuable résumé of Events 
Here and Abroad in 1019 you ony under 
the head of Woman Suffrage: ‘‘ Sept, | 
8, Virginia defeats the Federal Suffrage 
amendment.” The Virginia Legislature 
did not vote on this amendment, The 
facts are as follows: .The Governor sub- 
mitted the measure at a special session 
last September, and the resolution for 
it was introduced by Senator Mapp and 
laid over by him.until an opportune 
time for consideration. On the same 
day the resolution was introduced in 
the House by R. W. Willis, the floor 
leader, and sent to the Committee on 
Federal. Relations. Senator Leedy, head 
of the opposition, contrary to @ll prece- 
dent, offeréd another resolution de- 
nouncing the amendment in bitter lan- 
guage and asking for its defeat. In the 
debate that followed, its friends de- 
manded that action should not be taken 
on the Leedy resolution but:on the orig- 
inal measure, and the discussion was 
continued from day to day until the 
last week of the session, when the Sen- 
ate refused, by a vote of 19 to 15, to 
take any action on the Leedy resolu- 
tion. Meanwhile, in the House in the 
elosing hours, two. youthful members 
rushed a: duplicate of the Leedy resolu- 
fion to the Speaker’s desk. It was read, 
introduced, not permitted to go to a 
committee, no chance given for debate, 
not & suffragist recognised by the 
Speaker, the ayes and noes called for, 
and carried by a vote of 61. to 21. This 
resollition simply denounced the amen4- 
ment, but the amendment itself was not 
brought before either House; It will 
come up at the regular session of the 
Legislature some time during this Win- 
ter, 





It may be of interest to quote a little 
more of the record of the ‘Southern 
States on this amendment. It was voted 
on twice in the Alabama Senate, and 
lost .¢ach time by six votes, The oppo- 
sition then centred on the lower house. 
President Wilson wrote earnest letters 
to the Governor and to the Speaker of 
the House urging its ratification; Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels also sent « 
véry urgent mesage to the same effect, 
and a similar one was sent by Homer 
8S. Cummings, Chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee, who afterward 
went down in person, but, with both of 
the United States Senators opposed and 
all of the Congressional delegates but 
one, ratification was defeated. As the 
Alabama Legislature will not meet again 
for four years, this action was final,

Flagrant as Americanism of Its Present Management and Activities 
Is Defeating Its geet Compaen - eropenns 


gotten it, the time when a man could = 
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is just the dream of a lot of half-baked 
intellectuals who don’t know anything or 
who don’t care anything about ‘the Amer- 
ican people.” 

Zimmerman’s idea is not a complicated 
one, but Socialist and Communist intel- 
lectuals notwithstanding, this is not a 


very complicated period in American his- ~ 


tory. The new order of Socialists have 
departed from all the traditions of Amer- 
jcanism except that of claiming free 
‘speech for themselves. And Americans, 
in a new mood of their own Which the 
Socialists do not comprehend at all, are 
not only no longer good-naturedly toler- 
ant of them; we are perfectly ready to 
face the drastic step of denying them 
any hearing at all. 

-That is the first point of difference 
between the Socialist world of Bishop 
Spalding and the-Socialist world of the 
Rev. Mr. Tucker—Americanism. Be- 
tween the two worlds has come .ne war, 
and it-was with the challenge of the war 
that the American Socialist movement 
~ began to lose its grip on the American 
people. The Socialist group of our two 
great allies and of our two great ene- 
mies stuck by their people; American So- 
cialists, when they passed fhe St. Louis 
resolution calling America’s part in. the 
world's defense against Germany only 
another conspiracy’ of “international 
” capitalism,” very properly drew forth the 
stinging antithesis that where German 
Socialists were Gernians first and inter- 
nationalists afterward, American Social- 
ists were internationalists first and Ger- 
mans afterward. The formation of the 
_ Communist and Communist Labor parties 
this year is the natural development of 
that essential disloyalty; the big split 
away from Americanism put the idea of 
a still more perfect factionalism into the 
heads of a thousand Zimmermans. And 
still, all of the three new groups buzz 
“ with angry lesser factions, as in the old 
jingle: 

Great fleas have litt!e fleas upon their 
backs to bite ’em ;* : 

And little fleas have lesser fleas, and so 
ad infinitum, 

-There are more parties, more factions, 
more papers ahd pamphlets, and more in- 
sistent and skillful propaganda today 
than there ever was before in the Amer- 
ican Socialist movement; but the thing 
to be got into the heads of the average 
American right here is this: That all 
these little Socialist factions are growing 
at one another's expense, and not at ours. 
The Communist Party boasts 50,000 
members; the Communist Labor Party 
claiuied at the last meeting o1 their a- 
tional Executive Committee a little over 
22,000. Where did these recruits come 
from? Are they real Converts, like the 


flocks of young Americans who: were 


pouring into the Socialist Party along 
about 19107 Not a bit of it. They are 
just the old Socialists painted a little 
redder. At its high water mark in 1912 
the old Socialist Party carried on its 
rolis over 130,000 dues-paying members 
in good standing. Now their adversaries 
accuse them of padding when they claim 
40,000. The difference is sufficient to 


who used to flock into the Socialist Party. 
before the war gave rixe to ‘that party's 
boast that 70 per cent. of their members 
were American born—though some of 
them were pretty poor Americans during 
the war—have stopped flocking very ab- 
rupt]y inte a movement. dominated by 
communism, syndicalism, and Trotzkyized 
internationalism. Hence our American, 
Bolsheviki are largely reduced, so far 
as provelyting is concerned, to an in- 
tensive, a'l-in-the-family. sort of propa- 
ganda among themselves, wherein ‘they 
tend to make an industrious if somewhat 
futile living after the manner of the 
mythical Patagonians, by taking in each 
other’s washing. 3 

The reason for this second character- 
istic of the new Bolshevistic Socialism as 
distinguishéd from the old, this patent 
sterility of the. new factions in getting 
really new blood into their organizations, 
becomes still clearer when you consider 
the factions themselves. If you fear that 
the propaganda of these new parties has 
any likelihood of sapping the foundations 
ot American life, look at their supreme 
and paramount expression, the Commu- 
nist Party.. The Communist Party’s origin 
as a-separate party dates from the tri- 
partite Socialist conferences in Chicago 
early in September of this year, at which 
time it proudly chose for itself the posi- 
tion of the extreme left. To its f. ders 
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Italians and=the Scandinavians. The 
Germans probably count less in the coan- 
cils of the Communist Party, that is, out- 
side of that rare racial group, the Amer- 
icans, than anybody elxe. 


The Russians early succeeded in lining | 


up the leaders of the. various racial 
groups and in the inaugural convention 
at Chicago they smothéred what. were 
derisively referred to as.“ our English- 
speaking comrades” on every vote that 
was taken. It happened. for instance, 
that some members of the Communist 
Labor Party, the group that stands in the 
expored position midway between the 
Communists and the orthodox Socialists, 
wanted to have a joint committee meet- 
ing with the Communist exeéutives to es- 
tablish a “ basis of unity.” Stocklitsky, 


- Weinstein, and the rest issued the fiat 


that they had one basis of unity with 
the Communist Labor Party, and that 
was that that party should commit sui- 


jcide and join the already completed and 


perfect Communist organization, .Where- 
upon the handful of Americans protested 
that if the Communist laborites weren’t 
heard they would mildly sabotage the 
convention, and, led by Charles Ruthen- 
berg, ex-leader of the Socialist Party in 


Cleveland, they proceeded to withdraw 


from all committees and wait the caucus’s 
next move. The Russi d

America was simply a geographical ex- 
pression; unnaturalized citizens among 
its delegates so overshadowed any other 
element that its rivals called it “ The Un- 
naturalized Citizens’ League,” and the 
‘membership answered the description, 
and still answer it, perfectly. 

In fact, one can glean so mitch from 
the current factional Socialist. press of 
the glaring un-Americanism of this Com- 
munist Party that it will serve our pur- 
pose here simply to underscore a few of 
the most conclusively established points. 
Its origin was decreed by a group of men 
who are not only not Americans by any 
stretch of loyalty or sympathy; they are 
not even internationalists. They are Rus- 
sians, and as two-bolting delegates from 
their convention forcefully put it: “They 
are dominated by a revolutionary chauv- 


“jnism as harmful to the working classes 


of America as American chauvinism is to 
the working classes of Russia.” The 10,- 
000 (claimed) members of the Russian 


‘Communist Federation are the solid block 


around which the party has been formed, 
and Tivérowsky, the Secretary of that or- 
ganization; Alexander Stocklitsky, a 
Russian Bolshevik from Moscow, now 
under a long-delayed sentence of depor- 
tation, and Gregory Weinstein, editor of 
Novy Mir, the Russian Bolshevist official 
daily and foremost Bolshevist “scientific”

this with no discussion fsom the floor, 
but on the Steering Committee’s undis- 
puted orders. The joint committees duly 
met and entirely failed to find their basis 
of agrcement; but that is nonessentia! ‘to 
the point of this story. The point is that 
American Socialists ran up for the first 
time in Chicago against the solid and un- 
thinking party discipline of alien Bol- 
shevism, and their naive and instinctive 
reaction was to be just as outraged at it 
as any other group of Americans 
would be. 

This might account to them for the 
stubborn rage at the new socialism of 
the rest of us Americans, still unen- 
feebled by feeding at the Bolshevist 
trough. But it made no difference to the 
infatuated Communists in the framework 
within which they prepared to receive the 
American people. The party organization 
was finished off on the same rigid, simon 
pure, dictatorial lines on which it had 
begun, and it was put into the hands of 
the almost completely ‘alien executive 
which is now running it, a perfect, almost 
photographic copy of the Communist 
Party of Russia. All connection with the 
“ bourgeoisie,” all Communist participa- 
tion in any other phase of American life, 
save’-that directly concerned with “ the 
mass conquest of power by the prole- 
tariat,” was ruled out and made anath- 
ema. And the convention adopted as 
its official emblem, not the clasped hands 
of universal fellowship of the Socialists, 
but the flamboyant red flag of revolu- 
tion spread over the entire globe with 
the motto, “ All Power to the Workers! ” 

This party is  therefore- simply a 
hyphenated Soviet, operating on Amer- 
ican soil as a direct extension 
Soviet Government of Russia

And as a suitable :climax 
of its entire inappropriateness in America 
one may regard its somewhat comic re- 
lations with Ludwig. Martens, who is now 
Pp nding against the American courts 
to be the official and diplomatically im-- 
mune representative of the Bolshevist 
Government.

This seems to be final proof of all that 
their vigiliant Communist Labor adver- 
saries have ever said against them, ~ind 
Americans will be cheerfully inclined to 
accept their indictment that as a Com- 
munist Party this is a “ brazen: Russian 
camouflage,” only adding in our own in- 
terest thut it is the most intolerable in- 
‘stance of alien propaganda that has been 
put over in America since we lost pa- 
tience with the Germans. 

These. two characteristics, their new 
and defiant anti-Americanism and their 
blatant badge of alien origin, are note- 
worthy to a lesser dégree in the smaller 
and weaker Communist Labor Party fac- 
tions, born likewise in the Bolshevist 
spelibinding days in Chicago early in 
September. -The Communist Lubor Party 
has these distinctions, however; it has 
got its mandate, for the most part, direct 
from the English-speaking branches of 
the old Socialist Party, its membership 
and pretensions are American and demo- 
cratic, and its leadership has been weld- 
ed together under the guidance of John 
Reed in the appearance of purely Amer- 
ican initiative. But these are but eur- 
face differences. 

The. constitution and -manifestoes it 
has issued are practically identical with 

* those of the Communists; it ix for the 
“mass conquest of power by the pro- — 
/letariat,” for the Moscow international 
supergoternment and for a government 
not by the majority of Americans but by 
. the dictatorship of industrial Soviets, Its 
party emblem is copied directly from that 
of the Russian. Bolsheviki. It is the fac- 
tion commonly believed to have the thor- 
ough approval of Martens, and, behind | 
him, to enjoy the constant and lucrative 
subsidies of the Russian Soviet Govern- 
ment’s exterior propaganda. it ix the 
party of the Zimmermans, the impatient, 
insurgent, sea green incorruptibles of the 
old Socialist Party.

Suspension between war and peace is 
the technical status of the _ civilized 
world. Actual conditions in most of it 
are those of ‘peace—an uneasy and more 
or less precarious péace. Iu not a small 
part of it the conditions are more or 
less completely those of war. In Turkey, 
and concentratedly in Constantinople, 
the condition of suspension constitutes in 


itself an acute disease and.an explosive 


mixture which the delays and disagree- 
ments in the allied councils tend to 
make more and more a menace to Europe 
and the world, There has been a tot of 
excellent and urgent /advice about what 
te do with Turkey—including the plan 
for the so-called American mandate. 
The actual sitnation remains simply that, 


among ali the conflicting interests of the - 


powers, the interests of the various popu- 
lations inchided in the Ottoman domin- 
tons—whether Turks, _Armenians™ or 
what not—have got secondary considera- 
/ tion. The inevitable reault has been that 
_ eonditions have been going from bad to 
worse. -The accompanying article ix an 
tccount of those conditions by an eye- 
witnesa—a man who has been on the 
ground in Constantinople for the last six

EDNESDAY, Nov. 13, 1918; was 

a day of importance in Con- 
stantinople, the Queen City of 

the East, the capital of ‘the 

Sultans. In the early morning the hills

~the fallen capital of the Byzantine Em- 


pire in triumph. 
Thus the population of the capital ac- 


_ claimed the entrance of the enemy with- 


in its gates. For on this November day 
the allied fleet steamed up the harbor of 
Constantinople. British, French, Italian, 
Japanese, and later Greck, warships of 
all descriptions filled the roadstead, and 
the evidences of the allied control of the 
city were observed. 

With mingled feelings ‘the masses 
viewed this display of naval strength, 
more imposing than Constantinople had 
ever before witnessed. To some the com- 
ing symbolized the fulfillment of the po- 
litical hope of many centuries. To others 
it meant the beginning of plenty, after 
years of want, suffering and destitu- 
tion bordering upon starvation. To 
others there came the vision of just gov- 
ernment and wise and equitable admin- 
istration. To still others this entrance 
meant the overthrow of their nation and 
a swift and certain loss of power which 
had been precariously maintained for a 
century or more, thanks to the jealousy 


The great majority of people be- 
lieved that the capitulation of Turkey, 
with the consequent signing of the 
armistice, signified immediate relief and 
improvement, politically, economically, 


spect the authority of Turkish official- 
dom. Expectant, uncertain, and threat- 
ening, it was like living on the edge of 
a voleano which was giving signs of 
approaching eruption. 

The hope and belief held by many 
that the allied occupation of Constanti- 
nople and other portions of the Turkish 
Empire would bring instant econontic 
relief proved to be a delusion. Except 
for a temporary lowering in the prices 
of some commodities, due to the attempts 
of profiteers to sell their goods before 
shipments came in from outside, con- 
ditions went from bad to worse. The 
fleet of allied warships was not followed, 
as some had prophesied, by lines of mer- 
chant vessels bringing food and general 
supplies to a needy metropolis, fervently 
hoping for the arrival of large stocks 
which would break the control of the 
rapacious monopolists and profiteers. 

Constantinople had been shut off from 
the rest of the outside world by the 
allied blockade for so long that the in- 
habitants scarcely understood or appre- 
ciated. the great shortage of tonnage, 
which made it quite impossible to rush 
supplies for their relief. Furthermore, 


. for some months after the-armistice the 


allied blockade against commercial ves- 
sels was maintained outside the Dar- 
danelles. ‘When this situation was real- 


their temporarily interrupted game of 
sending prices to the highest possible 
limit. ‘They now knew that they had no 
immediate fear of new stocks being put 
upon the market. 

One of the terms of the armistice be- 


‘tween Turkey and the Allies was that 


Germans and Austrians should imme- 
diately leave the Ottoman Empire. This 
provision was enforced as.soon as pos- 
sible, although there were many in- 


* evitable delays in execution. The Ger- 
_ man and Austrian troops were sent off 


as rapidly as transports were available 
for this purpose. During the period of 
waiting they were interned in the Asiatic 
town of Scutari or on the Princes’s Isl- 
‘ands. ‘German and. Austrian officers were 
forbidden to appear on the streets in 


“their uniforms. .The Hamburg-American

and some subjects of these nations were 
able, by hook or crook, to obtain pass- 
ports showing a change of citizenship. 
especially as citizens of one or the othe: 
of the new States in Eastern Europe. 

Whereas formerly: the German lan- 
guage was coming to be heard almost as 
much as French, after the armistice the 
“ Man spricht deutsch ” signs in the store 
windows were replaced by the legend, 
“English spoken here.” The use of the 
German language .was most decidedly 
frowned upon. Within two or three days 
the throngs of German and Austrian. sol- 
diers and sailors were no more to be seen 
about .the city, and their places were 
taken by Britixkh, French, Italians, and 
Greeks. The change was kaleidoscopic in 
effect. About Christmas, 1918, American 
boats began to arrive, and American sea- 
men came to be more in evidence. 

During the war German management 
had kept the city supplied with coal. It 
was necessary for Germany’s own xafets 
that Constantinople be kept well supplied 
with fuel. Much of this coal had been 
brought from Westphalia, and Germanx 
had, in addition to this, helped in the op- 
eration of the few Turkish coal mines 
that it was worth while to run. Naturally 
this coal supply was cut short at the 
time of the-armistice, and the Allies had 
not the same interest as the Germans had 
had in using ‘their coal to keep. thinzs 
going in the city: When the Turkish 
soldiers working in the minex learned of 
the armistice they felt the army ne 
longer had control: over them. They laid 
down their tools and hurried home as 
fast as they coukl. They .demobilized 
themselves, or, in other words, they de- 
serted. The Germans before taking their 
enforced departure wrecked much of the 
mining machinery. The production of the 
Turkish mines was thus reduced to prac- 
tically. nothing, and there was a coal 
famine. 

For weeks not a trolley car was run- 
ning in the entire city.. The ferryboat 
services were greatly curtailed. The city 
electric power Was most uncertain, and 
often the capital’ was plunged in dark- 
ness. 

It was on one.of these dark nights. 
when the city was entirely without light. 
that\ the notorious trio, Enver, Talaat, 
—and..Djemal .Pashas, the stalwart prop« 
of the German cause, effected their 
escape from the city. Constantinople wa 
often -without ‘ water, and this added 
greatly to the seriousness and danger of 
an already bad situation. 

The armistice and the entrance wf *:. 
































































































































allied forces necessarily caused the Turks 
to lose prestige and authority. It was 
felt, especially by the native Christian 
populations, that the Turk was no longer 
to be feared. He was-no longer master. 
The city police fell into a state of almost 
complete disorganization. During . the 
war the police had depended very largely 
for their compensation upon the taking 
of bribes from persons who desired to 
eseape military service. This was but 
one form of.extortion.. Now the fear of 
military service, and the harsh possibili- 
ties of military rule, no longer kept men 
in awe. ' This source Of revenue failed. 
Unpaid by the Government, and without 
their most lucrative source of income, the 
police lost alertness in the duties of their 
office. Crime was rampant, and nights 
in Pera, Galata, and Stamboul were filled 
with shootings, murders, and robberies. 
The very heart of the city was unsafe. 
National hatreds increased the tragedy 
of the situation, and it was almost a con- 
dition of chronic private warfare. This 
continued for weeks. When it became 
utterly intolerable the police -organiza- 
tion was intrusted to the French, and a 
semblance of order began to appear. An 
interallied police force—in fact, a mili- 
tary police—was organized to assist the 
Turkish gendarmes. On the city streets 
now one sees British, French, Italian, and 
Turkish policemen making their rounds 
together. The traffie control .is largely 
handled by the allied police. But excess 
of crime, disorder, and insecurity will 
doubtless continue to prevail until the 
fate of the country is definitely deter- 
mined and general reorganization takes 
place. 

The Imperial Ottoman Government and 
the local municipal Governments are 
theoretically functioning as usual. In 
practice, however, the Turkish authori- 
ties are not free agents. Upon-matters 
affecting the terms of the armistice the 
Allied High Commissioners have control, 
and they direct and supervise the execu- 
tion of their commands. The Turkish 
Government has not, in fact, real power. 
No Cabinet could maintain itself, or even 
get to power, if the High Commissioners 
opposed it. The Allies maintain also a 
censorship of the press, 

At the time of the armistice the Turk- 
ish military censorship was removed. 
The amount of free speech that was then 
indulged in by the press of all the vari- 
ous nationalities was deemed to be derog- 
atory: to the public good. The passions 
of national, religious, and political hatred, 
after being long pent up, were too vio- 
lently- played upon for such an uncertain 
and dangerous place as Constantinople. 
Thereupon the Allies established a board 
of press censorship, including representa- 
tives of the Allies and of Turkey. News 
articles are very strictly censored, espe- 
cially if they mention or imply the exist- 
ence of differences between the allied 
€ overnments. This censorship is often 
exercised in a most petty fashion. 

The Ambassadors of the various Gov- 
ernments have not, as yet, been re- 
established in. Turkey, although the Con- 

sulates have been reopened. The High 
Commissioners of the various allied 
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States act in the capacity of Ambassa- 
dors,’ and exert any necessary -control 
over, om check upon, the Ottoman au- 
thorities. During the recent months 
there have been evidences that the vari- 


ous European Governments have been_ 


flirting with the Turkish Government, 
thus attempting to obtain ‘as influential 
a position as possible in Turkish affairs. 
The Turkish Government. itself, when at- 


‘tacked because of the condition of hope- 


less disorder, avows and 
shifts the responsibility, charging it 
against the vagaries and jealousies of 
interallied control. Certainly, 
present experiment of international con- 
trol in Constantinople is a fair sample 
of the efficiency: and possibilities of that 
sort of control, it does not augur well 
for a permanent internationalization of 
the Sultan’s present capital. However 
interesting and enjoyable it might be 
from the social and tea-party point of 
view, it would afford opportunities for 
intrigue too magnificent to be neglected. 

During the late Spring and Summer 
of 1919 a strong nationalist movement 
developed, with Moustafa Kemal Pasha 
as leader, in Asia Minor. The chief cause 
was the Greek occupation of the Smyrna 
region. The Turks felt that this occu- 
pation, authorized by the Peace Confer- 
ence, was unnecessary, and unjustifiable 
according to the terms of the armistice. 
The fears that an occupation at Smyrna 
by Greek troops would develop excessive 
Face hatreds, with the accompaniment of 
ity, proved to be only too well-founded, 
when the occupation occurred last May. 
There has resulted a lamentable period 
.of violence, massacre, pillage, and the 
“destruction of many fair Greek and 
Turkish villages. ; 

Moslem leaders in the capital rallied 
the Turkish population’ in — protest 
against these events, and great meetings, 
attended by many thousands, were held 
in the old Byzantine Hippodrome, near 
the Mosque of Saint Sophia. Fiery 
Moslem speeches were delivered by the 
Turkish leaders, both men and women, 
and bold protests against the Greek oc- 
cupation of Smyrna were put forth. The 
Turks demand that their State should 
not be sliced up. In the interior of Asia 
Minor, Moustafa Kemal Pasha, who dis- 
tinguished himself during the defense of 
the Dardanelles, rallied around him a 
great force of army officers and com- 
mon soldiers. He extended his authority 
over practically all Asia Minor, down to 
the very gates of Constantinople itself, 
and paralyzed the authority of the Otto- 
man Government.

Within the last two years Constanti- 
nople has suffered unusually from dis- 
astrous fires. Actually hundreds of 
acres in Stamboul have been fireswept,

and control are pitiful, and, once started, 


In the days of the war German sol- 
diers and sailors rendered doubtful and. 
Austrians valuable assistance at these 
fires, ‘Now.the men of the allied forces 
aid in figh fires whenever pos- 
sible; Ex lessness in using 
the open caress! 4 ac- 
counts for many of, b'azes, but dur- 
ing these recent months of surcharged 
national feeling and uncertain control

This burning of thousands of buildings 
has naturally left the city in a fright- 
fully overcrowded condition. Already 
too overcrowded, it has become neces- 
sary for the dispossessed masses to seek 
jong for new p'aces of shelter, and the 
consequent huddling together has been 
still more dense. Sanitary conditions, 
already bad enough, have grown much 
worse. Constantinople needs at the 
present moment thousands of portable 
houses, which could be temporarily set 
up in the great burned areas, until per 
manent buildings can be. constructed. 
Naturally, in this interval! of uncertainty, 
building operations are at an_ absolute 
standstill. The danger of the spread of

caused deep concern, because it seemed 
to be in defiance of the great powers. 
and there- appeared to be danger that it 
would le&d to violence and excess, not 
only in the interior of the country, but 
in Constantinople itself: There seems to 





di , under such circumstances, is 
only too real. 

A number of cases of the plague have 
been reported in Constantinople, but 
owing to the active efforts of the British 
Sanitary Department, the spread of this 
scourge seems to have been checked. 
Rents have soared to unknown heights. 
Speculation in real estate and gambling 
on the currency fluctuations have be- 


come fine arts. People unable to find - 


houses or flats turn to the hotels for 


relief; but there extortion . and robbery 
have reached a perfection and fineness 


. hitherto- unimagined. The enutwber of 


hotels is now more limited than ever, be- 
cause several have been entirely taken 
over by the forces of the Allies. In the 
great city of Constantinople, with a pop- 
ulation of more than-a million—nobody 
knows how many more—the Pera Pal- 
ace and the Hotel Tokatlian are the only 
two first-class hotels open to thé public. 
The stores are now filled with foreign 
groceries, and cloth is beginning to come 
in from the outside. Prices, however, are 
excessively high. Profiteering is not alone — 
responsible. The customs situation dur- 
ing this period of allied control is very 
irregular, is worked so as to give 
conwmercial ‘advantage to particular in- 
terests. The consequent burden upon 


> commerce and trade is heavy, but it is 


the consumer who must foot the bill: 

Through the efforts of Mr. Heinz, acting 

at Constantinople for Mr, Hoover in the 

Food Administration, the price of flour 

and milk tumbled in the early days of | 
1919. This meant the saving of many, 

many lives. So did the relief. work of the 

American Commission for Relief in the 

Near East. The price of petroleum also 

has been greatly reduced by the arrival 

of large stocks. . But the prices of these 

commodities are still excessively high; 

largely owing to obstacles put in the way’ 
of landing shipments, to eer 

and to wage increases. 
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by the increased demand for labor oc- 
casioned by the entrance of the large 
numbers of British and French forces 
and by the vastness of the work of the 
Anrerican Near East Relief. The- price 
paid for labor by these foreign interests 
was far in excess of the recognized wage 
seale, and almost overnight wages were 
inereased four and five-times.Actually- 
wages had tended to decrease during the 
war because of the depreciation in the _ 
value of the Turkish money. Since the 
Spring of 1919 ferry and trolley fares 
have more than doubled and trebled, ac- 
cording to whether you ride first or sec- 
ond class. 

A year ago nobody in Constantinople 
would have supposed that in December, 
1919, the Turkish question would still be 
unsettled. Certainly it was beyond the 
reach of any one’s thought that the sit- 
uation would be more difficult, more un- 
certain, and more unsettled at the expi- 
ration of another twelvemonth. But 
that. is what delay, indecision, and jeal- 
ousy on the part of the allied and asso- 
ciated powers have accomplished. 

What months of bitter disappointment 
and hard disillusionment the people have 
passed through the foregoing account 
should make clear. To ‘them the armi- 
stice has not brought peace, but continued 
war, the average of the cost of living has 
rather increased than decreased, and pub- 
lie security is still too much ‘a byword. 
The widespread hope and desire of the 
people.of Turkey, regardless of race or 
religion, is that the United States shall 
lend a hand in the reconstruction of their 
distressed land.

In the case 
of the Serbs and Slavs it has its roots 
in a variety of causes—religious, social, 
educational: and economic. Their civili- 
zation is cssentially different from the 
Italian. 

The Hotel Balkan at Trieste’ was the 
headquarters for the Croats, ~Serbians 
and Slovenes, and the scene of many in- 
teresting social gatherings, dances and 
dinners. I never observed any Italians 
at these functions. The Americans were 
invited, along with the Emplish, French 
and other nationalities, ari our hosts 
could not do enough for us. 

They were. especially solicitous for 
our favorable opinion, and left no stone 


unturned to impress “themselves upon 


our favor. In the course of friendly 
conversations I asked them frankly 
about the underlying causes responsible 
for-the rift bétween them and the Ital- 
jians.

Classifying the reavons in the order 
of their importance, I was struck by the 
frequency with-which that, of racial dis- 
crimination came up. “We cannot get 
along with the Italians,” one well-edu- 
cated civil engineer said, “ because in 
the first place they look down upon us, 
‘land consider us below them in the so- 
cial seale. ‘They refuse: to ‘learn our 
language; scoff at our literature, our 
civilization. In Trieste, Fiume. and 
other border towns we are not permit- 
ted to have our own schools. Our chil- 
dren cannot receive instruction in our 
language .and history. We are poor, 
but spirited and cannot accept this lack 
of toleration.” ; 

Questioned if I could see anything 
lacking among his people, I readily ad- 
mitted that they appeared as interest- 
ing and distinguished on this special oc- 
casion as it had ever been my fortune 
to witness. The Slay men are tall and 
vigorous specimens, while the women, 
mostly blondes and stunningly gowned, 
are quite irresistible.

During my stay in Trieste several 
important families removed to Laibach 
or Agram; a few to Belgrade.

Laibach is the capital of the province 
of Carniola, which forms the western 
part of Jugoslavia, and is seventy miles 
northeast of Trieste.

N the year 1891 a French artist, Paul 
Gauguin, feft Europe and civilization, 
and went -to Tahiti. There he settled 
down among the natives, took a native 
woman to live with him in his hut, and 
lived the primitive life; making friends 
among the Maoris, who taught him many 
of their legends and much of their ancient 
theology. He had previously abandoned 
his business and his wife and family in 
order that he might be quite free to paint. 
Save for a few short visits to Europe or 
rather France, he spent the remainder 
of his life in the South Sea Islands, and 
there he finally died. The close resemblance 
between the career of Paul Gauguin and 
that of the hero of W. Somerset Maug- 
ham’s remarkable novel *‘ The Moon and 
Sixpence,’’ must be plain even to the dill- 
est, and no doubt this resemblance” had 
something to do with the printing of this 
translation of Paul Gauguin’s own account 
of his first sojourn on Tahiti, although the 
volume is thoroughly worth publishing for.

Striving for Manufactures. 


Before sniffing ‘too much at. these 
present-day Western dreams ‘of mant- 
facturing recall the fact. that when 
Colorado . was.admitted to. Statehood ‘in 
1876 the opponents‘ in Congress to 
taking her in declared that her mining 
would ‘not last long and that she never 
would be able to prosaes agricultural 
crops. 

: Already at ‘Casper, the principal oil 
and -wool receiving ‘town of Wyoming, 
there:is the beginning of an -eriterprise 
for. the dry scouring of wool té remove’ 
the’ grease, which makes 40-per cent. 
of the weight, before the product: is 
‘shipped East to the woollen manufac- 
turers. ‘Wyoming: produces 33,000,000 
pounds of wool’a year. The new 
scouring enterprise at Casper‘is looked 
upon by the wool growers as the en- 
tering wedge. After scouring, they.

Not 
because of the vain pride of one place 
in the mere fact that it is bigger than 
sothe other place. The interest in. the 
census. is for a far more practical, 
tangible reason than that. Every new- 
comer from the’ East or West, North 
or South; is welcome, not merely as 
@ man who will add'to the production 
of the country, but as one more voter 
who will have sons to vote by and by, 
gradually increasing the number of 
representatives to pléad, the cause of 
the West.at Washington. Wyoming 
has only’.one. Congressman. On’ the 
day she is entitled to. the second one 
the smoke from her .barbecue fires will 
cover the State.

subsequent way-below-zero weather all 
came together. The copper company 
also’. did relief work. But al the 
agencies together were no match for 
the destitution. “The head of the Sal- 
vation Army told me that if the thing 
lasted much longer the,grocers would 
cut off. credit and'the town would 
starve..

But 
tempo is the one quality in interpreta- 
tion ‘that cannot be Indicated with pre- 
Cision’ by the composer, Instrumenta- 
tion, dynamics (loudness and softness) 
are in the score; the former éxactly, the 
fatter nearly #0, or enough for practical 
burposes. But tempo can only be indi- 
cated broadly—even metronome marks 
only indicate the beginning of a tempo; 
Variation—accelerations and retardations 
and thesé infinitely finer nuances of 
tempo that are only prompted by feeling 
cannot be £0 indicated.

He doesn't want to be Governor | 
again and says he doesn’t want to go 
to the United States Senate, 
Employers in Colorado, attribute 
their present freedom from industrial |. 
turmoil very largely to ‘the adoption 
of the Rockefeller plan by the biggest 
corporation in the State, the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company.

the plan that.was devised to prevent a 
repetition of the Ludlow horrors. One, 
of its outstanding features is that it 
provides for collective bargaining be- 
tween an .organization of company 
employes and the company without 
intervention by = union men who are 
not employes of the company. Because 
of this arrangement the coal mine 
properties of the C. F. & 1. and the 
company’s steel plant eat Pueblo are 
called open shop.

According to these ré- 
ports there are 700,000 acres of land 
Mn ‘Western Colorado covered by the 
shale, from which oll and many by- 
products may be obtained by a boilin: 
process. The estimated oil supply 
from these acres, an estimate based 
on Government experiments, is 300,- 
000,000 barrels. More of the same 
rock is. found in’.-Utah and: Eastern 
Nevada. A ton of shale produces a 
barrel of oil, A plant to handle 2,000 
tons a day would cost about $1,000,- 
000 and require the labor of about a 
thousand men. 
That is about as far as the investi- 
gation has gone, and not a dollar has 
been invegted in the-undertaking yet 
as a practical commercial enterprise.

Legality of Law an Jesue 

~ The question of the sale of liquors for 
medicinal’ ‘purposes was presented ‘to 
‘William H. Hirst, attorney for the State 
Brewers’ Association; To him the matter

“The Eighteenth Amendment was 
paséel,”’ he said, “to pteh{bit the sale of 
liquors for beverage purposes. It was 
not intend to interfere with the sale of 
liquors. f:r ‘medicinal purposes. Soon 
after th: passing of the amendment,

changed the amendment as to give jt the 
power to control ‘the sale of alcoholic 
drinks tui all purposes. The con- 
st.tulion: vty of the enforcement act has 
not yet bocn determined.

The application for 
permits is in itself not so very burden- 
some. It is only when it: comes to tying 
oneself up in the yards of red tape 
imposed by the enforcement act that 
the vicious purpose behind the amend- 
ment makes itself manifest.
